MOSCOW, Aug. 1.—V. L. DurofI, 
tor 50 years Russia’s most famous cir­ 
cus animal trainer and clown, has 
been awarded the title of the “Peo­ 
ple's Practical Joker” and retired at 
the age of 67 on a government pen­ 
sion of $75 a month. 
He lives rent 
free in the former villa of a million­ 
aire with a baby elephant, a monkey, 
three sealions, four tamed hyenas and 
innumerable Angora cats, white mice 
and dogs. 
# 
DurofI is known from one end of 
the country to the other as the man 
who made the most people laugh. He 
went to Jail several times in the cxar e 
regime for refusing to allow the po­ 
litical police to censor his Jokes. One 
time he was eUled to Siberia for six 
months because he satisfied a grudge 
against the police by driving a pig 
dressed in the uniform of a gendarme 
through the streets of Leningrad. 
The title “People’s Practical Joker” 
is equivalent to “People’s Artist,” the 
highest distinction which the Soviets 
bestow on a few actors and artists. 
He refused to retire, however, without 
a written guarantee that he could 
take certain circus pets to live with 
I him.

Pennsylvania, after more than a 
hundred years of experience with dog 
laws, is now solving the problem of | 
the protection of the sheep and poul- j 
try industries from the sheep and 
poultry killing dogs, says an article in j 
the July issue of the American Sheep 
Breeder and Wool Grower, a month- | 
ly published in the interests of Amer­ 
ican sheepmen. 
Since 1922 the state has been re­ 
sponsible for the enforcement of the 
state dog law and not the counties or 
other local units, continues the article. 
And the results of this have astonisn- 
ed even the most skeptical of the new 
order. 
Enforcing Law Here. 
J. W. Brew ster, agent of the bureau j 
of animal industry of the Pennsyl­ 
vania department of agriculture, who 
is a member of the state dog law en­ 
forcement unit, says the law is a val­ 
uable one and is being enforced rigid­ 
ly. 
Mr. Brewster's territory includes j 
both Lawrence and Beaver counties. 
According to the local agent there 


with whom the enforcement of this 
law is entrusted. 
The men travel 
about over their territory, continually 
i checking cn the licensing of dogs. 
The owners of unlicensed dogs are 
I n prosecuted, dogs running at large are 
* taken up or killed, and frequently the 
homeless dogs are found homes where 
they receive proper attention. 
Owner is Liable. 
Two important sections of this law 
are these. Mr. Brewrster said. 
First, 
the owner of any dog is liable for anv 
damage his dog may cause, and sec­ 
ond, that all dogs must at all times 
wear a collar and tag. 
"The fine for violation of these,” 
Mr. Brewster relates, "is not less than 
$5 nor more than $100, or 30 days m 
jail, or both. Any person who violates 
or who refuses to comply with any of 
the provisions will be subjact to ar­ 
rest.” 
In stressing importance and the 
valuable result of the new regulations 
concerning the dogs. Mr. Brewster 
says that he fully believes the state­ 
ment in the magazine’s article that 
"the sheep industry is taking a new 
lease on life in Pennsylvania.” partly 
as a result of this protection. 
The 
article reads: 
On January 1. 1928, for the first 
time since 1919, an increase was re­ 
ported in the number of sheep on 
farms when compared each year with 
the preceding year. 
This increase 
amounted to 37,000, which is 15,000 


more than the five-year average from 
1923 to 1927. 
This increase has not 
been confined to the leading sheep 
counties, but newr flocks have been 
established and small flocks increased 
in other counties, particularly those 
in the northwestern 
and 
northern 
districts of the state. 
In closing his statement Mr. Brew­ 
ster sent forth an urge to the farmers 
and others of LawTence and Beaver 
counties to hold their dogs in check 
and to not let them w inder about, on 
tours of destruction, and also express­ 
ed the hope that residents of the 
'counties under his jurisdiction would 
! comply with the law in all its re­ 
spects.

M. Maissainoff, em inent classic R us­ 
sia author, th a t the 
Communistic

and will soon fade before a new re­ 
gime, probably fashioned along rad i­ 
cally different lines. 
M aissainoff has arrived here w ith 
his wife from Moscow. He is touring 
the United States and will retu rn in 
a few m onths to his vast estate at 
Soutchi on the Black Sea where he 
composed his two most fam ous books, 
“Legends of O ceania” and “Legends 
of the Island of M angareva ” 
The suggestion th a t there m ight be 
a return of the em pire in Russia is 
fantastic, Maissainoff said, although 
he asserted th a t the strength of th e 
Communistic party is spent.

“The Soviet system of governm ent 
Is not, as many people believe, an 
invention 
of the Communists,” 
he 
said. “It is a system of governm ent 
adopted after the revolution of 1905 
which the Bolsheviks found agreeable 
when they seized the power in 1917.

— More 
than 35,000,000 people, the greatest 
turnout in the history of American 
politics will settle the fate of Her­ 
bert Hoover and A1 Smith in the 
November election. 
Both the Republican and. Demo­ 
cratic national committees are en­ 
gaged today in the most stupendous 
campaign of voters’ registration ever 
undertaken in this country. 
As the result of their Joint efforts 
and 
of 
the overwhelming interest 
caused by the personalities of the 
candidates and the deep-rooted pro­ 
hibition and 
religious 
issues, 
the 
party leaders agreed that the elec­ 
tion will dwarf the record of 1024, 
when 29,099,131 voted. 
The total vote of 1924 was: Cool- 
idge, 15,725.016; Davis 8.336.624; La 
Fo’lette, 4,830.473; all others. 137,013. 
It is the taking of those figures as 
a barometer that has caused the Re­ 
publican chieftains to outmatch their 
own capable efforts in the past. 
Estimates 35,000,000 Votes 
Coolidge 
received 
7,333.392 more 
votes than 
Davis, but he received 
a plurality of but 2,507,914 over U.e 
combined vote of Davis and La Fol- 
lette.

The agricultural west supplies the 
bitter farm issue, which will supple­ 
ment prohibition in bringing large 
masses of new voters to the polls. 
But it is in the south, where the

color problems 
are the most acute that Michelet and 
the party chiefs feel that the great- 
outpouring will take place. 
In the past the southern states ab­ 
stained from the elections. Arkansas 
for example, cast 220,000 votes m the 
1924 primaries but only 33,000 in the 
election. 
The party leaders estimate that 
bigger election votes will be polled 
in those states next November than 
ever were cast in past primaries.

OF “VERY DRY” CONGRESS 


Modem Cinderella

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 —The Anti- 
B&loon League of America, while sup­ 
porting Herbert Hoover for the presi­ 
dency, will wage its cam paign entire­ 
ly aloof from the Republican party. 
G eneral Superintendent F. Scott Mc­ 
Bride said on his return here today 
from a survey of five states. 
The dry league is raising its own 
cam paign fu n d - with a maximum of 
$500,000 authorized—and will support 
proved drys for congress regardless ol 
party affiliations. 
The cam paign to defeat Governor 
Alfred E. Sm ith is already under way, 
but will not reach lull tide until early 
in September. 
Coupled with this explanation of 
th e league’s plan of operations in th3 
political war zone, Dr. McBride de­ 
clared th a t if 90 per cent of the 
church vote is cast. Hoover will be 
elected. 
“On the other hand,” he said, “it 
is fully realized th a t if the drys in the 
Churches are inactive and indifferent, 
th e aggressive wet interests will be 
able to place Sm ith in the W hite 
House.” 
McBride declared th a t during his 
trip he found drys aroused in Ohio, 
M ichigan, Pennsylvania, New York 
and West Virginia. 
He offered a prediction th a t a “very 
d ry ” congress will emerge from the 
November elections. 
The prediction wras m ade without 
regard to w hether it would encourage 
D em ocratic drys to vote for Sm ith in 
th e belief th a t a dry congress would 
“ handcuff” him or w hether it might 
^Convince 
Republican 
wets 
th a t 
it 
Would be a futile thing to desert 
Hoover in the vain hope of bringing 
back beer. 
At the present time, McBride said, 
|h e senate shows 74 per cent dry 
am ong the Republicans and 71 per 
cent dry among the Democrats, while 
th e house as a whole is 75 per cent 
dry. 
“The situation on behalf of a dry 


congress never looked so good in any 
form er cam paign as at the present 
tim e,” said McBride. 
“In none of 
the prim aries already held has there 
been any unfavorable reaction but in 
a num ber of places there have been 
gains.” 
McBride backed up 
the 
charges 
j made by W illiam Allen W hite against 
Governor Sm ith, asserting th at his 
own organization has S m ith’s record 
to substantiate him. 
"The record of Gov. Sm ith satisfies 
every one who believes in prohibition 
th at Sm ith is not a fit m an to serve 
in the W hite House,” said McBride.

A m uch better use for the former 
city poor farm would have been to use 
it as a detention home for wayward 
girls, in place of the proposed m unici- j 
pal golf course, declares Mrs. Thomas 
W. Phillips in speaking for the Fed- ; 
eration of W omen’s Clubs of this city. ¡ 
The statem ent of Mrs. Phillips was 
based on the purpose of the gift of ¡ 
the poor farm some years ago by 
Charles Phillips, and the thought 
th a t the poor would not be able to use 
the golf course. 
According to the specifications in 
the deed of the poor farm , which was 
donated some years ago by Charles 
Phillips, brother-in-law of Mrs. Phil­ 
lips, it was given to the county and 
not to the city alone, and th a t it was 
to be used as a poor farm . 
This was the intention of Mr. Phil­ 
lips, she said, in giving the land, and 
she thinks th a t the wishes of the 
donor m ight be respected. 
The Federation of W omen’s Clubs 
in this city has found a pressing need 
for a detention home for wayward 
girls. 
Then, too, the C hildren’s Aid 
Society, said Mrs. Phillips, are striv­ 
ing to place homeless children 
in 
good homes. O ften a child has to be 
kept for some few weeks before a 
home can be found, and there is no 
place at present th a t this can be 
done. 
Furtherm ore, stated Mrs. Phillips, 
the M argaret Henry Home is crowded 
to capacity and there is a need for re­ 
lief in th a t line of work. 
The build­ 
ing at the city poor farm would be 
excellent for all the sorts of work 
mentioned and in which there is a 
real need for relief, she said. 
This 


would 
be 
aiding 
the 
poor, which 
would conform to the idea in mind 
when the land was donated. 
The average man, stated Mrs. Phil­ 
lips, has no time for golf. 
After he 
has worked all day he is too tired 
for th a t sort of recreation. 
Besides, 
there is quite an investm ent In buy­ 
ing a golf equipm ent which he could 
not afford. 
Mrs. Phillips stated th a t she was 
heartily in favor of recreation, but 
th a t she didn’t think the golf course 
was needed as badly as the need for 
quarters in aiding the poor.
